They lu l been called, not so inueli by the 
coinni.md <,i a Supreme Chief, as by tlio voice 
,if a tradition, which h.id been treiisiired in t!u- 
innuiiKTable branches or Circles of the great 
Miotli'-ihooil, since the earlier years of the 
Tl nth Century. 

’i'iiat tr.idiii.ui pointed out a p.'irticular year 
in t;ie seventeenth century, whieli would wit- 
iif'S a new Era in the history of the Older. 

On the api*ointed ye.ir, at a cort.iin hour of a

That .'ynibul was a globe, a rising sun and a 
cross, encii-clcd hy the Hebrew words, in the 
III brew cb.iractei: 

“V.VVO-MKR ElOHKI.M VtllEE AL'R V.WEHEE AUR.” 

“These woids,” continued the aged tiwede, 
•= i.idicato the light wiiieii, shining from the 
councils of our BrotlierliooJ, shall illuniin.ite 
tl! the world. A light sjiolicn into existence by 
ihe voice of God, w iiich sliall do the work ol 
God ill every human heart. Brotlicrs, to me as 
ihi* oldest of tile* Chieis, has this .Medal lx*en lii- 
;. usteJ. It was given into my Ininds by a chiel 
w ho h id re;ichea the remarkable age of one 
i.uuJred ye*. ns. I now surre'iuler it into your 
h inds; I place it upon this rock, which forms the 
lit ir of our worship. Let no one touch it, nor 
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(ilancing into the faces of Uic ciieireiln;; 

Chiefs, the Peasant, now become the Supreme 
Power of the Older, beckoned with his hand u» 

Seven Brethren, who separated themselves 
from the throng and took iheirphiccsalhisside.

The Supreme Chief turned to the Seeond of 
the Scvi-n — .i man of slender frame, sharp fea- 
tures, stamped with an iron re»ilutiou, and eyes 
full Ilf enthusiasm. 

“Your country. Brother, .ind your name’” 

“I am of France,’' resTTonded a shrill disconl- 
ant voice — “my name is Robt*u.spierre.”

Humble artisan as you 
arc, it is fi*om your race that there will spring a 
high soulexl .Man, who will strike astonishment 
iuto the hearts of all men, for he will embody, 
iu one person, the functions of Pope and Libi*r- 
ator!” 

“There are the names of your Elders— of the 
Seven.” exclaimeil the Supreme after apause — 

“Let UR behold them, and write them in our 
hearts” 

And be held the tablet before the eves of the 
Brethren. These uomea were written under- 
neath the cross: 

1. Lawrence W'ashington. 

2. Robenspierre. 

3. Isaac the Slave. 

4. Talandoga the Indian. 

5. The German Serf. 

6. Buldarh the Hindoo and Pariah. 

7. Giovanni Ferreti. 

‘It only remains for me to write my own name, 
said the Supreme Chief with a sad smile. 

These words excited universal interest. Every 
Brother w:is anxious to know the name of the 
mail who had been called by destiny to the Su- 
preme sway of the Brotherhood. 

“My father,” he said, “was an .\rab, who, 
cast ashore upon an Island in the .Mediter- 
ranean, was enslaved by a Lord, whose castle 
is built among the rocks.

globe wa.s known as an emblem in the secret 
drolherliood, long before it was discovered that 
liic eartli itself was a globe, 'i’hc cross is found 
ill the Pyramids of Egypt, erected thousands ot 
years before the era of the CaiT>enter’s Son. 

la a woid, this maual, gliiuiuering dimly upon 
the surface of the rock, overwhelmed tlie Broth- 
ers with the meaiorios of throe thoii*, uid years. 
Now commenced the ceremonial of election. 
Every chief wrote liis name upon a tablet. 
These tablets wore given into the hands of the 
Swede, who placeil them in tlie hollow of the 
rock, which supplied the place of au um. 

“One by oue you will advance, my Brothers, 
and draw a single t iblet from this hollow in the 
rock. It is iioscrted by the traditions of our 
Order, that the great work of Supreme Chief 
will fall upon the Brother who draws this tablet 
on which the sign of the Cross i^i traced.

Tncre was a pause — aud then from every lip 
arose the solemn chorus — “We swear by the 
Globe, by the Rising Sun, and by the Cross!” 
Perchance the outward history of the world, 
that history which only pictures the apjiearances, 
not the realities of tilings, never described a 
scene of sterner grandeur, than that which was 
now in progress within the walls of the mountain 
cavern.
